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Student Committee Plans 
Constitution Revision 


Major changes in student government were being anticipated this week as a 
Presidential appointed Constitution Committee steps toward revision of the Associated 


Student Constitution. 


The committee, chaired by Freshman representative Larry Wentzel, 


includes 


freshmen Nancy Leffler, Mike O’Sullivan, and Sophomore Representatives, Judy Morse, 


Sonja Smith, and Cliff Hutter. 

Among proposed changes is a 
suggestion, brought up for discus- 
sion at last weekend’s student gov- 
ernment retreat, that the commis- 
sioner’s offices be elected posi- 
tions. This would include Commis- 
sioner of Special Activities, Social 
Events, Publicity, and Assemblies 
and Rallies. The present Constitu- 
tion calls for these offices to be 
appointive. 

Wentzel’s committee has been 
holding weekly meetings discussing 
flaws in the present Constitution 
and proposed changes in the docu- 
ment. Following a complete study 
of the Constitution, proposed 
changes will be presented to the 
Associated Students for approval. 


This will be the second major 
Constitutional change in as many 
years. This is the first year of op- 
eration under the present Constitu- 
tion which was adopted by stu- 
dents in last year’s spring elec- 
tion. 

The present Constitution was re- 
vised by a committee under the 


. chairmanship of Dick Unwin, A. S. 


Treasurer last year. 

Heading a list of major changes 
that went into effect this year was 
the section under which student 
offices were to be held on a yearly 
basis. In the past, student leaders 
served for one semester. 


At last weekend’s retreat at 
Moonridge, student leaders went 
through the present Constitution 
page by page, determining weak- 
nesses and suggesting changes. It 
was the general consensus of the 
group that officers are more ef- 
fective serving a full year term 
and that in the future Commis- 
sloners should be elected. If they 
are not elected, it was generally 
felt, that they should not hold a 
vote on the council.

Hard Tasks 


“Many of the staff members 
aren’t acquainted with the stren- 
uous responsibilities at the first 
of the year, but by the end of the 
second semester they are fully 
aware of the hard work involved,”’ 
commented co-editor Carol Smith. 

A complete dummy of the book 
is the first step of planning. It not 
only makes photography appoint- 
ments easier, but also prevents 
copy mixup. 

Secondly, pictures are snapped, 
developed and printed with the 
modern facilities of the Santa Ana 
College darkrooms. Two - skilled 
photographers, John Servis and 
George Hushman are doing the 
photography work for the 1960 
edition. 


Compiling Copy 
To tell the story of the picture 
and identify the characters, copy 
must be compiled and adequately 
written by creative staff members. 
When all copy and photos are 
approved by the editors and facul- 
ty adviser, Carl Venstrom, they 
are sent to the Mirro-Graphic Cor- 
poration which does final printing 
of the yearbook, They, in turn, 
send back page proofs in a 16 page 
signature for proof-reading. 
Above is the basic operation fol- 
lowed to compile a book.
